This  will  save  confu¬ 
sion  on  the  many  names  formerly  used,  since  Standard  Plant 
Names  is  the  product  of  A.  A.  N.  Am.  Hort.  Society,  and 
practically  all  medicinal  and  governmental  departments  hav¬ 
ing  to  do  with  Plants.  It  is  far  more  authentic  than  any  of 
the  many  former  names  applied  to  the  same  plant. 

We  have  dropped  some  items  parasitic,  and  not  readily 
transplanted;  some  too  scarce  to  secure  with  any  degree  of 
certainty,  and  a  few  proving  to  be  annuals.  We  have  added 
many  new  sorts  not  formerly  listed  by  us.

We 
each  profit  by  this.  Many  failures  so  secure  plants 
could  be  avoided  if  we  had  the  orders  in  time.  Sud- 
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den  droughts,  floods,  frosts,  excessive  heat, 
etc.,  cause  plants  to  disappear — often  next 
to  impossible  to  collect.  Collectors  are  lov¬ 
ers  of  plants,  but  too  often  no  business  peo¬ 
ple  at  all!  Often  they  are  not  to  blame,  per 
above.  We  mention  this  that  you  can  bear 
with  our  disappointments  better.  We  have 
them,  tho  we  try  hard  to  fill  all  orders.

To  aid  planters  as  much  as  possible  in  their 
selections,  we  have  listed  plants  in  1st  botanical 
name — the  only  reliable  one,  since  common 
names  vary  with  each  community,  2nd,  the 
best  known  common  name.  3rd  column,  where 
they  grow  in  nature,  4th,  Color  of  blossom;  5th, 
when  they  bloom.  The  column  at  right  of  price 
columns  tells  where  we  usually  secure  our  stock. 
H  or  Here,  indicates  that  stock  is  secured  here. 
I-Indiana;  M-Mich;  N.  D. -North  Dakota;  Col.- 
Colorado;  N.  Y.  and  N.  H.,  Vt.  etc.  are  stand¬ 
ard  and  need  no  explanation.  For  Example:  N. 
C.  H.  &  M.  indicates  we  secure  this  item  from 
North  Carolina,  Here  and  Mich.  A  few  items 
are  listed  at  different  prices  from  different  lo¬ 
cations.  Usually  the  higher  prices  are  cheaper, 
especially  for  northern  growers.

This  means  that  we  must  either  get  a  large  lot  stored  here,  and  have  an 
inspector  come  to  look  it  over,  or  send  lessi  lots  to  Urbana,  111.,  to  be  inspected,  and  sent  on  to  cus¬ 
tomers  directly  from  there.  ,  Otherwise  the  cost  would  be  so  great  that  we  would  be  forced  to  aban¬ 
don  getting  out  this  line.  We  state  this,  that  you  will!  not  be  impatient  at  the  stock’s  not  arriving 
as  promptly  as  expected.  Perennials  do  not  require  this  inspection,  in  this  state.  They  DO  require 
it  in  Mich.,  but  we  think  we  have  it  arranged  to  reduce  the  delay  to  a  minimum.  Ind.,  shrubs  must 
be  inspected  before  leaving  that  state.  It  is  a  NEW  TROUBLE,  but  it  will  likely  get  so  systemized 
soon  as  to  cause  little  delay.
